Granite City police nabbed 
three men fleeing a building 
early today and a Madison serv¬ 
ice station attendant was shot 
and seriously wounded by 
armed robbers as 15 majqr 
crimes were reported during 
the weekend in the Quad-City 
area. 

Three men were captured 
while fleeing from the Diamond 
Plating Co., East 23rd and Mon¬ 
roe streets, at about 6 a.m. to¬ 
day. 

To be charged with burglary, 
police said, are Robert Jeffer¬ 
son, 30, and Sam Ernest White, 
33, both of University City, Mo., 
and Lawrence Moberiy, 35, of 
St. Louis.. 

They were caught in the 2100 
blocks of Washington and Lee 
avenues, and one was found hid¬ 
ing in a basement at 2102 Wash¬ 
ington. 

Granite City police were alert- 
| ed when the central burglar 
alarm sounded as a large over¬ 
head door was opened apparent¬ 
ly to haul away loot. As. police 
arrived, the trio fled. 

A l'/i-ton 1951 stake body truck 
believed used by the men, which 
was reported stolen during the 
weekend from the garage at the 
Markuly Plumbing & Heating 
Co., 610 McCambrdige avenue, 
Madison, was located this morn¬ 
ing in the 2100 block of Monroe 
street. 

Some nickel ingots were re¬ 
moved from the plant, and a 
large crate of the ingots was 
round in the street. An inven¬ 
tory was being taken to deter¬ 
mine the amount of material 
missing. 

Entry was gained by cutting 
a panel out of the- rear door at 
the plant. 

Attendant Shot 

A Madison service station at¬ 
tendant was shot after he was 
robbed and abducted by two 
men at the Derby station, 
Route 203, at about 11:30 p.m. 
Thursday. 

He is Harry Snell, 21, of 2014 
McCasland avenue, who was 
dumped out of a car at Third 
street and Broadway in East St. 
Louis. Found unconscious, he 
was taken to St. Mary's Hos¬ 
pital in serious condition 
with a wound to the chest. 

Arrested in the case was Mi¬ 
chael Crockett, 19, of East St. 
Louis, on charges of kidnap¬ 
ping, attempted murder and 
armed robbery. 

Crockett was taken into cus¬ 
tody by State Troopers Terry 
Delaney and Reese Morgan, 
who saw a black 1963 limousine 
miss a stop sign in East St., 
Louis and gave chase. The car 
went out of control and struck 
a utility pole at 12th street and 
Converse avenue. 

A passenger fled, firing sev¬ 
eral shots at the troopers. The 
officers found that the back 
seat of the limousine was blood¬ 
stained and that a bullet had 
gone through the seat. Snell’s 
money changer was on the seat, 
police said.

Deposit Forms Mailed 
For Corporate Taxes 

The Internal Revenue Serv¬ 
ice mailed Federal Tax Deposit 
Forms 503 to corporations on 
Friday for their use in deposit¬ 
ing their 1969 corporate income 
taxes, Jay G. Philpott, district 
director for central and south¬ 
ern Illinois, announced. 

He emphasized that the de¬ 
posit forms are for the entire 
1969 tax year and should be re¬ 
tained and used by the corpora¬ 
tions for their quarterly tax de¬ 
posits and for the final deposit 
when filing their 1969 corpora¬ 
tion income tax return. 

Philpott cautioned corporate 
taxpayers regarding the im¬ 
portance of retaining the Form 
503s even though some may not 
•have a use for them until March 
15, 1970, when their 1969 tax re¬ 
turn is filed. 

He said that during 1968, 
many corporations apparently 
misplaced or destroyed the 
forms which were to be used 
for the final payment of their 
1968 tax. As a result, they had 
to request special handling in 
order to obtain another Porm 
503 for tbeir finaf deposit.

Army Engineers Doing Good Job Of Keeping 
The Mighty Mississippi Away From Our Door 

In an era when the high tax level makes it 
tempting to ridicule any and all governmental 
programs, it may provide a bit of perspective to 
consider, the 1969 flood threat and its lack of 
impact locally. There is little or no concern in 
the Quad-Cities for good reason; there is ex¬ 
pected to be no further repetition of a problem 
that recurred here until as late as 22 years ago. 

What has happened is that Uncle Sam 

through his Army Corps of Engineers - the 

group whose navigation projects often’ are de¬ 
rided as “pork barrel” — has built levees, an 
eight-mile canal, bank revetments, a low-water 
dam and other fortifications with such skill that 
Old Man River is likely to "stay away from our 
door" despite record snows to the north. 

Venice owes its name to frequent flooding 
—in 1844, 1851, 1883 and 1892. In 1903, tlje 
river swept through Venice, Madison and Gran¬ 
ite City, causing deaths and mass evacuation. 

Flood damage occurred here again in 
1915. 1927. 1929* 1935, 1942, 1943, 1944 
and 1947. Twenty-seven feet of water topped 
sections of the highway approach in the latter 
year, closing the Chain of Rocks Bridge for I 7 
days in June and July I 947. 

Interior flooding from rain remains a seri¬ 
ous problem in this region, but—-thanks to fed¬ 
eral taxation and expenditures — appropriate 
steps have been taken to confine the river as it 
passes here despite the unusually large volume 
of melting anticipated this spring.

If scheduled for 
submission to voters in November 1970, they 
could confuse the piiblic, which at about the 
same time is likely to be corfsidering the recom¬ 
mendations of the 1969-70" constitutional con¬ 
vention. I 

The importance of modernizing this state's 
century-old constitution is so great that the full 
attention of legislators, delegates and. citizens' 
should be concentrated on this goal. 

In order for it to be accomplished, able 
delegates with sound judgment must be selected, 
and they must do an excellent job of drafting a 
new constitution—one that will both meet the 
needs of the future and also place the restraints 
on government that past experience has shown 
are necessary. Qnly then will there be a real 
chance for public approval of the new document.
